The meeting was not completely negative and Kreu2er was affirmed 
in many fhings that he says and does. As he began to respond 
1 got the feeling he was taking their message rather well and 
showed evidence of willing to cooperate. He has been in touch 
with the Office for Parish Councils and some workshops are being 
planned in order to examine parish structures and to see that 
nothing is going wrong along those lines. After the meeting I 
was somewhat disappointed when Kreuzer referred to this group as 
"the troublemakers > Tl He also told me that he would see how things 
go for a few months and if problems continue , he will be seeking 
a change of assignment.

You inquired about the canonical issues involved in the retirements of 
Father Eugene Kreuzer and Father Louis Okopinski. Their situations need 
to be studied separately as different canonical norms apply in each 
case . 

As a preliminary, it needs to be stated that canonically there is no 
such category as 11 retirement . " The status of retirement is more one of 
popular parlance than of canonical significance. What the law does 
require (of cardinals, bishops, and pastors) is the submission of a 
letter of resignation from office at seventy- five years of age. The key 
concept is that of the office ■ One's canonical office is lost, among 
other reasons, by resignation, transfer, removal, completion of one's 
term of office. The law mentions loss by "reaching the age determined 
by the law" but the age designated for each of the offices noted above 
seems to be more the designation of an age at which resignation is 
appropriate or removal could be undertaken in the absence of a 
resignation. In the case of these offices there is a mandatory age at 
which the resignation must be submitted but there is no requirement 
that the resignation be accepted by the authority to whom it is sent. 

In the case of Father Kreuzer, since he held the office of pastor, if 
he has indicated that he wishes to resign (even if he uses the word 
retire), then the Archbishop can accept his resignation and designate 
him as retired. Usually the resignation is to be in writing but it can 
also be done orally in the presence of witnesses. 

In the case of Father Okopinski, he was assigned in 1969 as "Chaplain 
of the Waukesha area hospitals." No term was stated at the time of his 
appointment. At the time of his appointment the role of chaplain was 
not strictly speaking designated as an office. However, under the 
provisions of the 1983 Code it would be considered an office and there 
are norms on appointment, removal, etc. There is no mandatory 
resignation age for chaplains as there is for pastors. However, it is 
clear from the Code that a chaplain is simply removed from office by 
the local ordinary for a just cause and according to the ordinary's own 
judgment. A just cause has been deemed in canonical tradition to be 
consideration for a person's age and ability. Therefore, a letter from 
the Archbishop would simply need to indicate that Fr. Okopinski is no 
longer the chaplain. No mention of retirement or resignation would need 
to be made. He could refer, if needed, to 11 the provisions of canon 572" 
(which refers to the removal of a chaplain) in his letter -

In reeponae to the pastoral needs of this Christian community, in 
virtue of his authority as diocesan bishop (c. 381, §1), and in accord 
with the provisions of canon 49, on May 25, 1995 Archbishop Rembert G. 
Weakland formally placed upon Reverend Eugene Kreuzer a precept for the 
purpose of restricting his exercise of ministry. The circumstances 
calling for these restrictions have now been reviewed and it has been 
determined that modifications in that precept can be made without 
endangering the good of the eccleeial community. Therefore, effective 
this date, the following modifications to the original precept are in 
effect: 

1) The faculty to hear confession is restored and be exercised when a 
penitent explicitly requests the individual celebration of the 
Sacrament of Penance or when a pastor requests your assistance with 
this Sacrament at a parish; 

2) Participation as a concelebrant cf a funeral Mass is permitted 
provided the pastor of the parish deems such participation appropriate; 

3) Permission for public celebration of the Eucharist on other 
occasions may be granted by Very Reverend Carrol Straub, Vicar for 
Clergy, baaed on his review of the reasons given in your request. 

The remaining restrictions continue and will remain in effect until 
notice of their revocation since they are seen as necessary and prudent 
precautions .

Please allow me to continue to update you about developments that may concern you. 

On February 27/2004 the findings of the "John Jay Study 1 ' will be released. This study 
was commissioned by the U.S. Conference of Catholic Bishops at their Dallas meeting in 
June, 2002. John Jay College of Criminal Justice conducted a survey, and this report, will 
include cumulative numbers from dioceses across the United States who reported on their 
individual numbers since 1950. 

Naturally you will be interested in this news story because of its personal dimensions for 
you, but many victim/survivors have also let me know how extensive media coverage of 
clergy sexual abuse causes intense personal disruption and setbacks. In addition to a 
ic heads up" about the turmoil you may face, let me make a few suggestions about how 
you might manage this time period. 

• Be in charge of your media doses, rather than let it control you. Choose when 
and where and how much exposure you want. Turn off the TV or radio\and 
put away the newspaper, as needed. Let people know if you don 't want to talk 
about itnowy - 

• Turn to people who offer you genuine caring, and support. Distinguish these . 
from (he people who have another interest or purpose in talking to you about 
your personal relationship to the topic. Remember that you have choices about 
whether you publicly identify yourself as a victim. TaJk with people with 
whom you feel "safe." 

• Consider making an appointment with- your therapist if you don't already have 
one. If you have not taken advantage^ our offer to assist financially with 
psychotherapy, but would like to do so, please contact me. There are also 
support groups that focus on the healing ileeds of sexual abuse survivors, for 
which I can provide information. You are welcome to turn to me as a support 
person as welh 

Previously we informed you that a new mediation program, independent of the 
Archdiocese, was forthcoming. The Clergy Sexual Abuse Mediation System is designed 
to resolve disputes for those who have been sexually abused by Catholic clergy, with the 
goal of healing, restoration and closure. If you are not already registered to participate in 
mediation, you may do so by calling 414-302-9215 or 1-866-302-921 S. The last date for

I write to you because you have experienced, firsthand, the pain caused by sexual 
abuse within the Church, and you courageously reported the abuse to the Archdiocese of 
Milwaukee. No words can apologize sufficiently for your experience, but I will continue to try by 
saying again how sorry I am. Knowing that no remedies can adequately address the harm 
done, I still want to make you aware of a variety of services available to you and intended to 
assist in your healing. 

Dispute resolution services to address your unique needs for recovery will become 
available in mid-January. Eva Soeka, a nationally known expert in dispute resolution systems, is 
creating a process independent of the Church that wilt make use of the best mediators in the 
area. I continue to believe that this initiative represents the best way for us to meet together 
about your situation and provide assistance- More details and information about how to enter 
into this process will be available In mid-January, At this time, I ask you to start considering if 
this might be the right next step for you. 

Catholic Charities is also offering a new support group in Milwaukee for adult survivors 
of childhood sexual abuse. This group wilt offer a faith-based perspective, and Is meant to 
supplement other support groups available In the area. A flyer is enclosed 

Financial assistance with psychotherapy also remains available. To access this, or. for 
other questions about our services, please contact Dr. Barbara Reinke in our office for Sexual 
Abuse Prevention and Response Services (414-769-3436 or reinkeb@archmil.org V Also 
enclosed is a brochure about our policies and procedures when a report is made.

I am truly sorry to hear that you were sexually abused by Fr. Eugene Kreuzer. 
Obviously this should not have occurred and it was not your fault, but I think you know 
all this, I realize the harm inflicted upon you has been substantial, causing years of pain 
and therapy. 



Fr. Kreuzer has been known to us for many years as someone who offended 
against teenage boys, and he was one of the first to be removed from ministry and placed 
under restrictions. Under the laws in effect at the time, civil prosecution was never 
possible. He is currently retired, under supervision, with no faculties. As it happens. I 
did confront him personally with another allegation. As information only, because 1 
knpw it does not in any way excuse what he did, in his case he acknowledges and takes 
responsibility for what he did and expresses considerable remorse and concern about the 
harm he has caused. I am hoping this information can contribute to your needs for truth 
and justice, and ultimately healing. 

I would like to speak with you about how we can assist your healing, It is our 
routine practice to pay therapy costs for someone who has been harmed. Please sign a 
release so that your therapist may contact me and I may send out a packet to set up 
payment arrangements. We review a treatment plan, not for the purpose of restricting 
therapy, but to ensure that we pay for quality therapy. 




I want to acknowledge another minor connection between us. Prior to 



taking this job, I conducted private practice in Dr. BI^Hoffice/Parkland Clinic one day 
per week. Obviously I knew of you. even though Vm not sure we ever directly met. I 
don't think this would lead to any problems now, but please let me know if you see it 
otherwise.

As you are aware I must frequently review the situation of priests who 
have had allegations of misconduct placed againBt them. You know of my 
comments at the Spring Assembly for Priests where I indicated that even 
retired priests may have to have some restrictions placed on the 
ministry they can offer. My concern is both to ensure that the 
integrity of the priesthood is upheld and to protect the diocese from 
any allegations of improper monitoring which might place persons at 
risk. 

I have pondered how best to proceed with decisions regarding your 
status and exercise of ministry. I must bear in mind both my 
responsibility toward the good of the whole community and respect for 
your individual rights. 

Given the serious nature of the obligations of celibacy, as well as the 
seriousness of violations alleged to have occurred by you, I find that 
some necessary and prudent precautions must be taken » This decision is 
ultimately a pastoral measure to protect the rights and reputations of 
all involved. 

Therefore, I am enclosing a document which specifically details any 
ministerial restrictions which are to be observed by you. 

I know that I can count on your cooperation and obedience in this 
matter.

protocols detailed below. I acknowledge they are intended to assist me in 
leading a life that is holy, virtuous and appropriate, befitting that of an 
ordained minister of the Catholic Church. I understand they are also 
intended to support my desire to lead a life within socially accepted 
boundaries. 

The Clergy Advocacy and Monitoring Program protocols that I have been 
notified of, and are applicable to my individual case, are as follows: All of 
the Tier # 1 -Monitoring Protocols and the below listed sub-sections 

Tier #1 , Section #2, sub-section #: 

A. Cannot Identify himself as a priest or deacon. 

B. Must not wear "clerical garb" such as the "Roman collar" or any other 
garb or symbol that would cause someone to believe he was a cleric of 
the Catholic Church, 

C Must provide his current address and telephone number(s) > including 
landline and cell phones, and e-mail address(es). He may also be 
required to move his residence to a residence that is approved by the 
archbishop. 

D. Is prohibited from performing any public act of worship, e.g., no 

sacramental ministry, no public prayer or worship service of any type. 
G. Is forbidden to own or possess any indecent or pornographic 

materials, e.g., magazines, periodicals, movies, books, etc. 
J. Must meet with the program coordinator on regularly scheduled basis, 

e.g., once per month, twice per month, bi-monthly, to be determined 

by the program managers. 
K. Agrees to unscheduled visits at his residence by the program 

coordinator. These visits may be made at any time of the day or night,

anytime he is detained by law enforcement for any reason, i.e., routine 
stop due to time of day/night and area, suspicious circumstances as 
defined by law enforcement, traffic or other stop, issuance of 
citation(s) for any local or state ordinance or law violations, aixest(s). 
or any other reasons for/of confinement by law enforcement. 

0. Must abide by any other directives established due to special 

circumstances as deemed necessary and appropriate by the program 
managers. 

P. Must comply with the aforementioned restrictions and/or guidelines to 
receive additional compensation. Failure to comply with the 
restrictions could cause a reduction in salary and/or benefits provided 
to the member by the Archdiocese of Milwaukee. 

Q. Must not have any contact with alleged victims or their families 
without express written consent from civil authorities and/or the 
archbishop.

P#3-Must abide by all of the precepts currently in force and issued by Most 
Reverend Richard J. Sklba on July 22, 2002 and affirmed by Archbishop 
Timothy M. Dolan on February 3, 2003. 

In signing this document I state that I will comply to the above declared 
protocols. J also attest to the fact that I have been given a copy of these 
protocols and of the entire Clergy Advocacy and Monitoring Program
